Destruction Scenes 


H O U ST O N , Tex., April 16 (A*) — 
A Chronicle reporter who Hew over 
Texas City an hour alter the blast 
said there were three different fires 
raging as a result of the blast. 
He said one of these fires was 
along the water front, another along 
the Sante 
Fe Railroad, and 
the 
third just west of the Sante Fe 
Railroad fire in the refinery’ area.) 
He said the business district oi 
Texas City was not afire nor was 
the residential area. 
A Red Cross ambulance was park­ 
ed within 1,000 feet of the fire. Fire 
trucks were racing up 
from 
the 
south, presumably Galveston. 
The ship which is said to have 
started the fire could not be seen 
through the smoke. 
Flying 
toward 
the 
blaze, 
the 
smoke could be seen from Ellington 
Field, approximately 30 miles away 
It reached 4.000 feet. 
The scene was similar to bomb 
destruction scenes that occurred in 
Europe. 
One oil tank, about a thousand

In a swiftly-moving session today 
the ministers considered 15 of the 
Austrian treaty’s 59 clauses, agreeing 
on a dozen of them and even set­ 
tling some relatively minor disputes 
their deputies had been unable to 
patch up.

Barrin g illness, 
heredity seems to play a role as 
family tren ds can n ot be ov erlooked. 
The cells in our body are un dergo­ 
in g tran sform ation s c o n s t a n t l y. 
Man y are replaced 
tho usands o f 
times: others, hun dreds; and 6ome, 
n ot at all. 
The tissues which liv e 
the lon gest are affected ultim ately 
by chan ges probably of a chemical 
n ature, which decrease their effi­ 
cien cy. The structures are damaged 
perm an en tly by deposits of pigmen t, 
fatty substan ces, an d other products, 
leadin g to degen eration . The heart 
muscle suffers an d so do the blood 
v essels, the latter becomin g harden ­ 
ed thru tiie accumulation of fibrous 
tissue an d calcium. In so doin g, the 
chan n els are n arrowed an d allow 
Jess circulation to reach its destin a­ 
tion . Tills in turn impairs the n utri- 
t ’on 
to v arious organ s, reducin g 
their ability to fun ction . 


The con n ectiv e tissue is affected 
also; the elasticity of the skin , blood 
v essels, an d urin ary bladder an d 
o'h er hollow' organ s is lessen ed. The 
glan ds secrete less an d the join ts 
creak. Ev en tually, like the on e-hoss 
611 ay, deterioration is gen eralized. 
The damage can n ot be repaired n or 
can new* tissue take the place of the 
old. 
Sin ce the en tire process is a mys­ 
tery, more can be gain ed by adher­ 
in g rigidly to the rules of health. 
Tills mean s eatin g sen sibly, av oid­ 
in g in fection , an d obtain in g ade­ 
quate rest an d relaxation . In other 
words. “The old gray mare ain ’t 
what she used to be.” When chan ges 
are detected, the in v olv ed structures 
m ust be treated gin gerly an d n ot 
abused. Thus, life will be prolon ged. 


TRUTH SERUM 
F S. writes: A frien d told me of 
a truth serum which makes a person 
un able to hold back the truth when 
bein g question ed. Is there really 
such a scien tific discov ery? 


REPLY 
In the strict sen se, n o serum or 
medicin e will make a person tell 
what he does n ot wish to disclose. 
There are, howev er, man y prepara­ 
tion s th at lower the in hibition s so 
toat when question ed, the in div idual 
is n ot afraid to tell the truth. In 
detectiv e work, certain sedativ es are 
usually employed. Alcohol can be 
con sidered a truth serum because 
it has a ten den cy to “loosen the 
ton gue.” Man y a secret has been let 
ov er a few* cocktails which other­ 
wise would hav e been retain ed.

The 
bill is n ow bein g debated by the 
House, an d will probably be v oted 
upon on Friday. It is the ov erwhel­ 
min g opin ion ol Con gressmen an d 
of W ashin gton observ ers th a t the 
bill will be passed in essen tially 
the same form as reported by the 
Labor Committee. Substan tially all 
Republican s will v ote for it; in a 
caucus of House Republican s, n ot 
on« * spoke again st it. Man y Demo­ 
crats also will v ote for it, perhaps 
n ot 
iar 
from 
half 
the 
party's 
stren gth. 
The Republican s thus take re­ 
spon sibility tor re-castin g tin * laws 
cov erin g a m ajor aspect oi our 
n ation al life, an d reactin g v itally 
in to literally ev ery aspect. It is a 
momen tous thin g. 
The prin cipal labor statute n ow 
on the books, the Wagn er Nation al 
Labor Relution s Act. was passed 14 
years ago. It stan ds today as w rit­ 
ten . it has n ev er been amen ded. 
Durin g these 14 years, m an y com­ 
plain ts again st the law hav e been 
made, man y in justices in it recog­ 
n ized. The defects in it, an d in the 
in terpretation 
an d 
adm in istration 
of it, hav e been recogn ized by Hie 
party th at was in power durin g 
mast of the period. 
Again an d 
again , a House hav in g a Demo­ 
cratic majority has passed by ov er­ 
whelmin g v otes measures chan gin g 
the existin g labor laws. These a t­ 
tempts were frustrated, largely by 
opposition on the part of Presiden t 
Roosev elt. 


Republican Purpo se State« ! 
W hat the Republican s are n ow 
doin g is to rev iew the 14 years 
of experien ce with the W agn er Act, 
takin g accoun t of the prov ed de­ 
fects in it an d rewrite it. The Re­ 
publican purpose was stated v iv id­ 
ly an d con fpactly by Republican Re­ 
presen tativ e Frederick C. Smith of 
Ohio. Hr began by citin g the v ir­ 
tues which the Wagn er Act claimed 


for itsell in its preamble, an d which 
supporters of it put forward when 
it was passed. Then Con gressman 
Sm ith m atches these claimed v ir­ 
tues an d an ticipatory hopes with 
the facts of experien ce; 
“In stead of lessen !; _ an d m itigat­ 
in g in dustrial strife an d un rest, it 
has

produced

ev ils. In stead of creatin g frien dly 
relation s 
between employers 
an d 
employees, it has in cited workmen 
to dislike an d harrass their em­ 
ployers, to a poin t where strain ed 
relation s between these groups hav e 
become chron ic in a large seg­ 
m en t of in dustry. In stead oi re­ 
ducin g 
in dustrial 
disputes 
an d 
:trikes, it has greatly in creased an d 
made them pan demic. . . In stead 
ol safeguardin g commerce from in ­ 
jury. impairmen t, an d in terruption , 
it has so en dan gered commerce as 
to en ormously in terfere with its free 
flow.” 
T hat in dictm en t of the Wagn er 
Act by Con gressman Sm ith deals 
on ly with the effects of the act 
within the field of in dustry an d 
its relation with labor. An In dict­ 
m en t equally stron g could la* mad« * 
by citin g tlu* assertion s of pow er by 
labor leaders which hav e g« >ne the 
l« *n gth of challen gin g the power cl 
gov ern men t itself. Yet an other in ­ 
dictmen t could cite the hardships 
which the Wagn er Act an d its ef­ 
fects hav e worked upon the puolic 
as a whole, the discon ten t whit h 
caused the coun try to make 1 ust 
Nov ember's election a m an date ior 
chan ge. 


As Comprehen siv e As M an date 
The House bill is as comprehen ­ 
siv e as the m an date of the Nov em­ 
ber election called 
for. It deals 
item by item with some 20 m ajor 
aspects of labor un ion s about which 
complain t has been made. These 
in clude the closed shop, jurisdic­ 
tion al strikes, mass picketin g, sym­ 
pathetic 
strikes, 
illegal 
boycotts, 
strikes that affect the public health 
or other public in terest, in dustry­ 
wide bargain in g. For each of these 
an d others the bill attem pts remedy, 
in some cases prohibition , in others 
partial check.

Proposals To Improve 
City System Of Government 


C itizens of Cumberland have had placed before 
them recommendations which call for changes—revo­ 
lutionary In some respects In their present system 
of government. 
It goes without saying that the re­ 
sults of this survey will be studied, with care, and 
discussed pro and con during the interim until the 
next sev ion of the Maryland General Assembly con­ 
venes when the city could seek, and lf it does, should 
receive, authority to make whatever type of change 
desired. 
There Is sufficient time between now and then 
tor definite crystalizatlon of thought and decision 
ft' to whether the present commission form of gov­ 
ernm ent should be discarded for something more 
urgent, or whether we should continue the custom of 
going to the Legislature every few years for authority 
to make changes to improve exciting procedure in 
conducting the affairs of the city. 
Being granted the right to make, among other 
things, charter changes, involves the question of Home 
Rule, suggested by Dr. Joseph M. Ray, head of the 
Department of Government and Politics, College of 
Business and Public Administration, of the University 
of Maryland. 
Such a step would take from the 
Legislature the power it now holds over the city. We 
believe the time has long passed when citizens of a 
city as large as Cumberland should be required to ask, 
and then accept whatever rights its State Senator 
and members of the county delegation in the House 
might see fit to give. 
We agree with Dr. Ray’s observation that the 
people of Cumberland are well capable of deciding 
for themselves what their charter should contain, and 
what changes they might want to make from time to 
time. 
The present method has outlived Its purpose, 
and the citizens should find no hesitancy in seeking 
to remove power from those who can not possibly have 
a thorough realization as to what is best for this 
community, or what they might desire. 
Dr. 
Ray’s 
second 
suggestion—council-manager 
lorm of government—should be given studied thought. 
It might be more difficult for the people of Cumber­ 
land to come to a decision on this phase of city 
governing pending ft clear understanding as to its 
advantages. 
Tt has worked successfully in many 
towns and cities throughout the country, and taxpay­ 
ers and the people generally of those communities 
have been benefitted immeasurably. 
One alternative recommended over our present 
system, should the council-city manager method not 
be accepted, is that of increasing the powers of mayor. 
Dr. Ray holds it important that that be done in order 
to assure the citizens a more competent and progres­ 
sive regime from year to year. 
It probably had not been realized by a vast num­ 
ber of citizens, but under our commission form of 
government the mayor is, as Dr. Ray points out, “Com­ 
pletely hamstrung,” in that he has no authority over 
councilmen elected with him, except to offer counsel 
and to preside over council meetings. 
The commis­ 
sioners operate their respective departments without 
8 central executive director, and it is such a situation 
Dr. Ray recommends be corrected. 
In the event it would be decided by the citizens 
to forego the council-city manager plan, and seek 
greater authority for mayors, many things would have 
to be taken into consideration, 
It would, for in­ 
stance. be necessary for an executive with powers to 
direct the various departments of the city government 
to give his entire time to city matters, because only 
by so doing could he be in a position to direct the 
vario c activities with any semblance of efficiency. 
A fu, *ime mayor with such responsibilities should 
be paid sufficient salary to attract the mast capable 
men to the position—men who could get things done 
with the least cost to those who must pay the bills. 
The above recommendations are only part, but 
major segments of the proposals Dr. Ray made. They 
have for their purpose more efficient and progressive 
administrations. 
His survey was an exhaustive one, 
covering several months of study. 
What he has found 
lacking in our governmental system will, undoubtedly, 
open the eyes of our citizens. 
But the recommenda­ 
tions provide a direct 
approach 
to our 
problems 
and methods of correcting them. 
They should receive the most minute study and 
•onsideration by not only business and civic leaders 
of our city, but by every citizen, with a single thought 
in mind—to bring about a better system of government 
kl the shortest time possible.

GM-Electrical Workers* Pact 
Provides Example For Others 
Announcement that General Motors and the CIO 
Electrical Workers’ Union have made a new wage 
agreement, providing raises of 15 cents an hour for 
tnnre than 30.000 employes, is good news. 
Some ob- 
tervers think this agreement could set a pattern for 
anding the telephone strike and adjusting pending 
Wage disputes in the steel, auto, electrical goods and 
other big industries. 
As to that, we don’t know. 
We are sure, though, 
that General Motors and its electrical workers have 
acted wisely. 
Both sides would have last more in 
ft long fight than they yielded in order to get together. 
And they have provided a fine example for other em­ 
ployers and other unions. 
Their agreement, says a Joint statement, recog­ 
nizes increased living costs and the necessity for main­ 
tain mg continued, maximum production, and “was 
arrived at through direct collective bargaining.” 
It is good to see a large union and a large corp­ 
oration do a little bragging about success in making 
collective bargaining work. 
That, after all, is what 
can give this country industrial peace with lustice. 
G od laws can help, and bad laws can hinder, but no 
law can ever be a satisfactory substitute for the pro­ 
cess of genuine, good-faith bargaining. 
Whatever new labor legislation reaches the Federal 
statute books as a result of debates now beginning in 
Congress will be judged finally by this simple test: 
Dc>er ti help make collective bargaining work better? 
Congress should pray for wisdom to enact legislation 
tfaa* *a«n meet that test successfully.

ORE person* are attaining 
longevity today than ever be­ 
fore. It is estimated that by 
I»«0. IS per rent of our total 
population will be over 65 years. 
Physicians, aware of the trend, are 
putting forth every effort to make 
the increased span healthier and 
happier for those fortunate enough 
to reach tile higher ane brackets. 
If we could only delay the ageing 
process, added vigor could be given 
to our elderly people. This is the 
problem a-s It stands today and I do 
not believe that any one know* for 
certain why we grow old and how 
It could be prevented. There are 
theories dozens of them - but men 
and 
women 
are still developing 
hardening of the arteries and losing 
their former zip as the birthdays 
pass in review. 
Some Individuals are likely to ac­ 
cept any idea that sounds plausible 
or strikes their fancy. Food faddists 
insist that if we only ate correctly 
of the right variety of edibles, there 
would be no limit to our years. The 
same can be said of the vitamin 
enthusiast and those who contend 
th at the glands are drying up or 
the connective tissue is giving out. 
Too much or too little tobacco, al­ 
cohol. or coffee have also been 
blamed. Your guess is as good as 
mine and perhaps the answer does 
lie in one of these conjectures. But, 
as of this minute, actual proof Is 
lacking and we cannot rely upon 
what happens to one man here and 
another there. 


Furtherm ore, it Is difficult to say 
w hether ageing is a disease or a nor­ 
mal phenomenon of nature. We all 
start growing older the m inute we 
are born but definite indications do 
not appear until middle life. This 
is an individual affair as the altera­ 
tions appear sooner in some than in 
others. In addition, there Is a varia­ 
tion 
in 
degrees. 
Barring illness, 
heredity seems to play a role as 
family trends cannot be overlooked. 
The cells In our body are undergo­ 
ing transform ations c o n s t a n t l y . 
M any are replaced thousands of 
tim es; others, hundreds; and some, 
not at all. 
The tissues which live 
the longest are affected ultimately 
by changes probably of a chemical 
nature, which decrease their effi­ 
ciency. The structures are damaged 
perm anently by deposits of pigment, 
fatty substances, and other products, 
leading to degeneration. The heart 
muscle suffers and so do the blood 
vessels, the latter becoming harden­ 
ed thru the accumulation of fibrous 
tissue and calcium. In so doing, the 
channels are narrowed and allow 
l^ss circulation to reach Its destina­ 
tion. This in turn impairs the nutri­ 
tion 
to various organs, reducing 
their ability to function. 


The connective tissue Is affected 
also; Ute elasticity of the skin, blood 
vessels, and urinary bladder and 
ofher hollow organs is lessened. Tile 
glands .secrete less and the joints 
creak. Eventually, like the one-hoss 
snay, deterioration is generalized. 
The damage cannot be repaired nor 
can new tissue take the place of the 
old. 
Since the entire process is a mys­ 
tery, more can be gained by adher­ 
ing rigidly to the rules of health. 
Tills means eating sensibly, avoid­ 
ing infection, and obtaining ade­ 
quate rest and relaxation. In other 
words, “The old gray m are ain ’t 
what she used to be.” When changes 
are detected, the involved structures 
m ust be treated gingerly and not 
abused. 'Dills, life will be prolonged. 


TRUTH SERUM 
F. S. writes: A friend told me of 
a truth serum which makes a person 
unable to hold back the tru th when 
being questioned. Is there really 
such a scientific discovery? 


REPLY 
In the strict sense, no serum or 
medicine will make a person tell 
w hat he does not wish to disclose. 
There are, however, many prepara­ 
tions th at lower the inhibitions so 
tn at when questioned, the individual 
Is not afraid to tell the truth. In 
detective work, certain .sedatives are 
usually employed. Alcohol can be 
considered a tru th serum because 
it has a tendency to “loosen the 
tongue.” Many a secret has been let 
over a few cocktails which other­ 
wise would have been retained.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round------- 


Speaker Martin Faces Firs! GOP Inner Revolt; Western Republicans Boti On lr 


rigation And Reclamation Funds; Henry Kaiser Turns Worm On Auto-Makers 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON. AprU lS -F o r the 
first time since he took over the 
Speakership reins. Joe M artin faces 
a .serious revolt in House Republi­ 
can ranks. The details have been 
hushed up, but GOP Congressmen 
from 17 western states are really 
up in arms over heavy slashes the 
House Appropriations Committee is 
planning for irrigation and reclam a­ 
tion. The battle illustrates the tough 
time Republicans are having in ac­ 
hieving their promised budget-prun­ 
ing. 


Stung by reaction from home, 
western spokesmen J.* id down 
the following ultima’ urn in a 
secret meeting with Martin and 
House Majority Leader Charles 
H a l l e e k : 
If 
Appropriations 
Chairman John Taber and Rep. 
Robert Jones of Ohio carry out 
their ax-wielding plans, then 
western Republicans will bolt 
the party and vote with Demo­ 
crats to restore the reclamation 
cut on the House floor. 


Since Speaker M artin so far has 
kept his ranks working tightly to­ 
gether* this ultim atum is considered 
significant. 
Rep. John Phillips of California 
opened up the battle by inquiring 
of M artin and Halleck if it was 
“ too much to ask the leadership to 
announce a Republican position on 
irrigation and reclam ation.” 
Before the two leaders could re­ 
ply. 
economy-minded 
Taber 
and 
Jones jumped to their feet, assert­ 
ing th at it was strictly up to the 
Appropriations Committee to decide 
the size of the Interior D epart­ 
m ent's budget for irrigation and 
reclamation. 
Rugged 
Representative 
Lowell 
Stockman of Oregon, a member of 
Jones’ subcommittee which handles 
the Interior budget, bluntly served 
notice th at if the Appropriations 
Committee had the last word, then 
he would refuse to "go along” with 
the rest of the committee, 


“I shall oppose any drastic 
rut in the lifeblood of these 
western states, regardless of the 
position of either the subcom­ 
mittee, to which I belong, or 
the full Appropriations Commit­ 
tee.’* Stockman announced heat­ 
edly. 


Teddy Roosevelt and Reclamation 


The Oregon Republican and other 
western colleagues then pointed out 
th at the reclam ation and irrigation 
program had been fathered by the 
{^publican party in the days ol 
President Teddy Roosevelt and it 
should be continued, they contended, 
for historical as well as practical, 
economic reasons. 
"I! drastic cut* are made. as now 
planned, the party will be weak­ 
ened in the 
17 states involved.’* 
warned 
Rep. William S 
Hill of 
Colorado. "Such action is certain to 
produce a devasting effect on tile 
purty in those areas.” 
Phillips. Stockman. Hill and their 
cohorts 
insisted 
th at 
they 
were 
Republicans in "spirit as well as 
fact” and th at they were willing to 
go along with Republican plans to 
balance the budget, but not at the 
expense ol undermining the econ­ 
omy of reclamation areas. 
Economizers 
Taber 
and 
Jones 
staged a jumpimr-Jark act during 
the tense meeting, popping up to 
heckle speakers. 


Jones charged that the In­ 
terior Department was inter­ 
relating the irrigation and re­ 
clamation 
program 
with 
too 
much “public power and sociali­ 
zation philosophy.” As a result, 
it was the Interior Department, 
n o t the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, 
he 
said, 
which 
had 
placed Irrigation and reclama­ 
tion in jeopardy. His committee 
was determined to reduce sharp­ 
ly Interior's funds for public 
power development. 


Taber also harped on the power 


Issue, as related ta irrigation and 
reclamation. 
“There has been only one m ajor 
dam built in this nation on a solid, 
self-supporting financial b asis” ex­ 
claimed the New Yorker. "T hat was 
Boulder Dam. a Republican pro­ 
ject. Tile r e m a i n d e r of these N e w 
Deal dams and hydroelectric power 
projects all depend on Federal, tax ­ 
payer subsidies to keep them going. 


Joe Martin On Powder Keg 
lead ers M artin and Halleck said 
little during the tempestuous m eet­ 
ing. Both knew th at they were 
sitting on a powder keg th at m ight 
split House GOP ranks wide open, 
and they didn’t want to apply any 
vocal fuses until they had a chance 
to talk to the revolters individually. 
However, there was little question 
th at they supported Taber 
and 
Jones. 


At one point Martin reminded 
westerners that all sections of 
the country 
must take their 
“rightful share” of any cuts in 
over-all Federal spending. 


“T hat is correct,” agreed Halleck 
of Indiana. "No part of the country 
can escape its rightful share in 
the responsibility for balancing the 
budget.” 
After this Rep. Charles* Robert­ 
son of 
North 
Dakota, a strong 


reclam ation enthusiast, oiled 
the 
waters somewhat by declaring th at 
he a n d ’ others had come to the 
meeting “in a spirit of friendship 
and with the desire th at our prob­ 
lems in the west will be considered 
in the same light.” 
“I don’t think it Is the |>u i | hksc 
of anyone here to do anything th at 
would Jeopardise the future wel­ 
fare of the party,” he added. 
However, despite this conciliatory 
gesture, most of the westerners left 
the meeting determined to make a 
party fight of the reclam ation is- 
gue—in the open, if necessary. 
Auto-Worm Turns

ser's daring automobile venture. 
However, Kaiser, who has long 
been 
pumping 
fresh 
blood 
into 
American industry, has slowly been 
licking the crises 
And last week 
he had an amazing experience. 
The heads of three other auto 
companies—Studebaker, 
N ash 
an d 
Packard—cam e to Kaiser, asked him 
for help in cracking some of their 
own bottlenecks the way Kaiser had 
beaten his. So Kaiser, the man 
whose failure was predicted by his 
competitors, is now loaning some 
of hie key men to help those com­ 
petitors with their own headaches.

This week the American people 
will see, for tile h ist time in 17 
years, what the Republican party 
will do when it has political re­ 
sponsibility. On Monday the House 
Labor Committee laid before the 
House the labor bill it has drafted, 
which is a complete rewriting of 
the labor laws of the country.

The Republicans flues take re­ 
sponsibility for re-cu.Nth»g the laws 
covering a m ajor asi>ect of our 
national life, and reacting vitally 
into literally every aspect. It is a 
momentous tiling. 
Tile principal labor statute now 
on the txxiks, the Wagner National 
Labor Relations Act. was passed 14 
years ago. It stands today as w rit­ 
ten. it has never been amended. 
During these 14 years, many com­ 
plaints against the law have been 
made, many injustices in it recog­ 
nized The defects in it. and in the 
interpretation 
and 
adm inistration 
of it, have been recognized by the 
party that was in power during 
most of the period. 
Again and 
a g a i n , 
a House having a Demo­ 
cratic m ajority has passed b> over­ 
whelming votes measure* changing 
the existing labor laws. These a t­ 
tempts were frustrated, largely by 
opposition on the part of President 
Roosevelt.

Her timing is 
a* perfect as that of any comedian 
in radio and her comic inflections 
are matchless. 
“You don’t- take me tor a fool, 
do you?” shouts her tormented fath­ 


er Luuncelot Higgins on the Baby 
Bnooks show (CBS 8 p. in. EST Fri­ 
days). “Well, . , .do‘you?” 
“Don't I?” says tills terrible child. 
Miss Brice, in those two words, is 
amused, affectionate, and contemp­ 
tuous all at. once. 


Your reaction to the Baby Snooks 
show should be predetermined by 
your reaction to terrible tots in gen­ 
eral. I was brought up on “A Story 
Of A Bad Boy” and “Peck s Bad 
Boy" and Snooks Is their female 
counterpart; 
at 
least, that’s the 
w ay I think of her. She Is the eter­ 
nal nuisance, indulging in mischief 
for its own sake. 
Her mortal enemy is a good little 
girl named Rosemary Jackson, who 
says “father, dear" and gets excell­ 
ent in deportment at school. When 
Snooks tangles with this horrible 
little sweetmeat, you get an invert­ 
ed morality play in which evil al­ 
ways triumphs over good. Anyway, 
Snooks is rarely ever defeated In 
these contests. 
As a character, she 
is broader, more sophisticated and 
more precocious than any child 
you’ll ever encounter, thank good­ 
ness. But then, so is Charlie Mc­ 
Carthy. 
The Baby Snooks show has more 


plot than most radio shows and mast 
of them are skillfully developed. It s 
old style comedy writing starting 
with a single situation which winds 
its way Inexorably to total disaster 
just like a Greek tragedy. The trag­ 
edy almost always strikes lier lath­ 
er, who has easily the most harassed 
voice in radio and is one ol the most 
fullv realized comedy characters in 
radio. 'When he shouts “You little 
monster!", the suffering in his voice 
is more intense than anything out­ 
side soap opera. 


Baby Snooks also has a terrible 
childhood 
logic which 
traps her 
father in his own adult inconsisten­ 
cies. 
"As long as you’re singing, you're 
not going to accomplish anything,” 
says Higgins when his daughter 
tries to wrangle something from him. 
“As long as I'm singing, neither are 
you." says this dreadful child. 
“Oho—so ifs war. is it?” yells 
Higgins. 
“Oho—yes it is." says Snooks. 
Baby Snooks, I'm afraid, is not a 
universal taste. Some of my friends 
suffer almost as terribly as father 
when she’s on the air. I still think 
she’s wonderful but I hope I never 
encounter anyone like her. Incident­ 
ally. the Jello advertising is Integ­ 
rated right into the show and the 
commercials are discreet, amusing 
and almost a model of good radio 
advertising.

FBI Arrests Jeffra, 
Burman And Galiano 


BALTIMORE. April 16 (/lh — Two 
prom inent Baltim ore boxing figures, 
H arry Jeffra and Jam es Clarence 
(Red) B urm an. were arrested today 
by the Federal B ureau of Investiga­ 
tion on indictm ents charging viola­ 
tion of the Selective Service Act.

charges are N athan E. Phillips. 45, 
m atchm aker for the G arden A th­ 
letic Club; P eter C. G aliano. 30. a n ­ 
other boxer; and F rancis De Orge, 
3. a truck driver. All five are resi­ 
dents of Baltim ore. 
All excepting G aliano were re­ 
leased under $1,000 ball each. 
Jeffra, 82, was the only Baltim ore 
fighter ever to hold two world titles, 
the 
bantam w eight 
and 
feath er­ 
w eight crowns. 
B urm an. also 32. was a protege of 
Jack Dempsey, and for several years 
(was ranked w ith the top IO heavy­ 
w eights of the country. He faded 
from the ring scene soon after be­ 
ing knocked out in the fifth round 
by C ham pion Joe Louis a t M adison 
Square G arden in 1942. 
Fred H anford, special agent 
in 
charge of the Baltim ore FBI office, 
said th e men were indicted by a 
Federal G rand Jury yesterday. 
H anford said th a t Jeffra, B urm an, 
OallftiK) and De Orge were deferred 
as essential w ar workers. 
B urm an and Pliilli|M a r e c h a rg e d 
w ith furnishing false statem ents to 
a New York City local I nm rd th a t 
in Septem ber, 1944, B urm an was a 
full-tim e forem an of th e Am erican 
Ship Cleaning Co., Baltim ore. At 
th a t tim e Phillips was personal m an­ 
ager of th e ship firm . 
H anford said Jeffra and Phillips 
gave false inform ation to a B alti­ 
m ore local board th a t the boxer 
was employed in essential work at 
the shipyard “during the tim e that 
Jeffra was actually training for and 
fighting 
professional 
prize 
fight* 
throughout th e U nited S tates an d 
Canada.** 
B urm an 
and 
Jeffra 
also 
were 
charged w ith falling to disclose to 
the local boards th a t they were not 
actually engaged in essential war 
work. 
G aliano was accused of failing to 
advise his local board th a t he w as 
boxing from 1942 until 1944 while 
holding a deferm ent for essential 
war employment 
H anford said G aliano actually was 
about to lie india tad in April. 1944 
but action was postponed because 
local board records still showed he 
was working a t the shipyard “when 
in fact he had left there th e pre­ 
vious A ugust and was then engaged 
in no essential w ar work." 
H anford said De Orge had been 
represented as “a highly a g e n tia l 
and experienced 
w orker" a t 
the 
shipyard “on extrem ely confidential 
assignm ents."

pation during th a t period was driv­ 
ing a truck. 
G aliano was m anaged most of his 
career by Benny T rotta.
